The fanatics, it is charged, took 
this means of driving “sin and the 
devil” out of the boys. 
The boys, 9 
and 
12 years old, 
on

witness 
stand said the sin with which they 
were charged was failure to attend 
church regularly. 
The church of the recently organ­ 
ized sect was found burned to the 
ground early yesterday morning. 
It 
is presumed the mob, which Tuesday 
was frustrated in its efforts to lynch 
the pastor of the church and three 
others charged with the attack on 
the boys, gave vent to their w rath 
against the “Holy Rollers” by burn­ 
ing the church.

Strain of Hens Is to Breed Those 
With Best Records. 


Trap nests are the best guide-posts 
to success. 
They point out the hens 
that are doing good work, and expose 
the drones. 
They not only tell you 
bow many eggs each individual hen 
laying in a year, but they also point 
out the color of the shell and the 
shape of the egg". 
The time is near at hand when hens 
will be sold on their egg records, and 
prices govenied accordingly. 
It is an eccepted fact that the only 
way to build up a laying strain of 
hens is to breed from those giving the 
best records, says the Farm Journal. 
By annually picking out the best of 
the flock, it is possible each year to 
increase the average of the flock. 
In line with the 
introduction 
of 
trap nesting came the question of the 
laying hens giving a better percent­ 
age of fertile eggs. as well as receiv­ 
ing an extra allowance of feed. It is

Briefly stated, Dais system consists 
of a house and yard divided into two 
unequal parts. 
One side is 
largt

in his own quarters. 
Every hen that 
lays an egg or enters a trap nest 
goes out into the apartment with the 
male.

M. Jeffords, finds that in Kansas and 
Missouri there Is a shortage cf good 
seed. 
Iii these states many farmers 
are testing 1912

t( sis are generally satisfactory. The 
cob and kernel of the 1913 corn is 
often light and chaffy. 
Germination 
of such corn is usually poor. 
County farm advisers 
and 
rural 
teachers are testing seed for farmers. 
One farm adviser reports receiving 
twenty-five samples for testing in one 
day. 
Farmers are advised to secure 
seed grown as near their farm at 
possible, and from similar soil 
Seed 
grown on rich bottom lands if often 
unfit for upland soils. 
The supply of alfalfa seed hi these 
states is unusually large, and the 
price is correspondingly low.

a good time to procure good seed at 
ow prices for spring seeding.

It is possible to allow chickens 
to range through many crors that are 
grown on the farm without damage to 
the crops and by such practice se cu re 
double returns from the same piece 
of land. 
Orchards or corn fields are ideal for 
this purpose and if the presence of the 
chickens in them is beneficial rather 
than detrimental, as they will destroy

FIRE BLIGHT OF APPLE TREE 


Disease Is Caused by Bacterium and 
Is Very Contagious— But One 
Method of Eradication. 


(By E C. ST ACKMAN, Assistant Plant 
Pathologist, 
University 
Farm , 
St. 
Paul. Minn.) 
There is a great deal of twig and 
branch blight of apple trees this year, 
indicated by the browning of leaves 
and blackening of twigs. Not only the 
smaller branches are affected, but also 
large limbs, and, in some cases, even 
the trunks. 
The disease is caused by a bacte­ 
rium, and is very contagious. Usually 
the microbe is carried by insects to 
the flowers, where it multiplies rapid­ 
ly, and the blossom is blackened and 
killed, or it may extend along under 
the bark, killing the twig and often 
extending to the branches also takes 
place through tender shoots. For this 
reason, in orchards where the disease 
has gained a foothold, nothing should 
be done to encourage rapid growth. 
The germs sometimes live through 
winter in holdover cankers and are 
the source of new infection. 
There is but one method of eradi­ 
cating the blight from an orchard, that 
is, cut it out, preferably in late sum­ 
mer or fall. The branches should al­ 
ways he cut some distance back from 
the diseased parts, and after each limb 
is cut the pruning knife should be dis­ 
infected by dipping into a solution of 
corrosive sublimate in the proportion 
of one part of the poison to one thou­ 
sand parts of v»*er.

PROFITS FROM THE CHICKENS 


No Place Where Business Can Be 
Made So Profitable ae When Con­ 
ducted as Side Line on Farm. 


Specialized poultry farms are be­ 
coming more numerous each year. In 
m any cases these are paying good re­ 
turns on the money invested, but their 
effect on 
the 
supply of eggs and 
poultry for our large m arkets is but 
aa a drop in the ocean. 
It is for the 
small flocks of 50 to 300 fowls upon 
the farm s as a side line th at we must 
depend for our supply of poultry prod­ 
ucts in the future as in the past, writes 
Prof. P. G. Holden in the Farm and 
Homo 
Poultry 
Annual. 
No 
other 
branch of agriculture is represented on 
so many farms. The census for 1910 
shows th at 88 per cent, of all farm s 
reported keeping poultry. 
In no case can the business 
be 
made so profitable as where it is con­ 
ducted as a side line of general farm ­ 
ing. 
It is possible to allow chickens 
to range through many crors that are 
grown on the farm without damage to 
the crops and by such practice secure 
double returns from the sam e piece 
of land. 
Orchards or com fields are ideal for 
this purpose and If the presence of the 
chickens in them is beneficial rather 
than detrim ental, as they will destroy

FIRE BUGHT OF APPLE TREE 


Disease Ie Caueed by Bacterium and 
Is Very Contagious— But Ons 
Method of Eradication. 


(By K C. STACKMAN. A s t i n t Plant 
Pathologist, 
University 
Farm, 
St. 
Paul. Minn.) 
There is a great deal of twig and 
branch blight of apple trees this year, 
indicated by the browning of leaves 
and blackening of twigs. Not only the 
sm aller branches are affected, but also 
large limbs, and, in some cases, even 
the trunks. 
The disease is caused by a bacte­ 
rium, and is very contagious. Usually 
the microbe is carried by insects to 
the flowers, w here it multiplies tepid­ 
ly, and the blossom is blackened and 
killed, or It may extend along under 
the bark, killing the twig and often 
extending to the branches also takes 
place through tender shoots. For thi9 
reason, in orchards where the disease 
has gained a foothold, nothing should 
be done to encourage rapid growth. 
The germs sometimes live through 
w inter in holdover cankers and are 
the source of new infection. 
There is but one method of eradi­ 
cating the blight from an orchard, that 
is, cut it out, preferably in late sum­ 
m er or fall. 
The branches should al­ 
ways be cut some distance back from 
the diseased parts, and after erch limb 
is cut the pruning knife should be dis­ 
infected by dipping into a solution of 
corrosive sublim ate in the proportion 
of one part of the poison to one thou­ 
sand parts of v»*er.
